For King Benhadad, King of 


| Syria, and for the nation, Syrian 


Naaman weighed sixteen ounces to 
the pound and measured thirty- 
six inches to the yard. He was 
Syria’s George Washington, or 
Eisenhower, or MacArthur. After 
Syria’s successful revolt against 
Assyria, he was occupying a high 
military post as commander-in- 
chief of the Syrian army. Highly 
esteemed by the King, Naaman — 
a man of great talents, strong per- 
sonality, valor, and honor, his very 
name meaning “beautiful or pleas- 
ant to look upon”—was held in high 
favor by the nation as the political 
saviour of his country “because by 
him the Lord had given deliver- 
ance unto Syria” (II Kings 5:1) 
— deliverance meaning not mere- 
ly victory, but prosperity of every 
kind. Greeted in city and country 
with the acclamations of his grate- 
ful countrymen, crowded with laur- 
els, enriched with spoils, rich in re- 
nown, possessed of power, posi- 
tioned as the right hand man of 
the king, he stood upon a proud 


eminence — the boast and toast 
of the land. 
Yet, amid all the insignia of 


military glory and honor, and all 
the comforts of his wealth, there 
was one terrible thing to bring 
him low. Beneath his jeweled tur- 
ban and scarlet uniform, he was a 
leper. Leprosy — loathsome to 
possessor and repulsive to the be- 
holder — was the discord in his 
life’s sweet music, the subtle temp- 
ter in his life’s paradise, the drops

The Greatest Fact in the World’s History

The most. familiar and best loved and most often 
quoted verse in the Bible is John 3:16. Through 
the years God has used it in the salvation of many 
souls in every country where the Word has been 
preached. When missionaries go forth to the for- 
eign field, usually the first verse they learn in the 
native language is this one. And usually the first 
sermon they preach is from this text. How ap- 
propriate that is! In it we find the. whole Gospel: 


“For God so loved the 
World, that He Gave 
His Only 


The Middle Word 


Notice too, there are twenty-five words in the 
text. The first twelve reveal the heart of God, the 
last twelve make an appeal to the hearts of men. 
The middle word is “Son.” The center of the verse 
is the Lord Jesus Christ. Take Him out and the 
text has no meaning. He is where He should be— 
in the center. He is the only Mediator between God 
and men. He is the central figure and theme of the 
Bible, and we should give Him his rightful place. 

Notice also that there are ten meaningful words 
in this verse, and they go in pairs: God and Son; 
loved and gave; world and whosoever; believeth 


begOtten Son, that whosoever and have; perish and life. First, let us consider: 
beLieveth i in Him should not Perish, but God and Son 
havE Everlasting’ “For God so loved : . . He gave His only begotten 
Life.” Son.” In secular literature we read quite often about

‘The temple drums are thumping their deep-throated call 
to prayer, as dawn begins to break over the Land of the Ris- 


ing Sun. Soon the clip-clop of the wooden geitas echoes down 


the deserted street, as a little Japanese woman shuffles along 
on her way to pray to Buddha. In a very short while Tokyo 
will be stirring itself from slumber to face another new day. 
Symbolic—all of this—of Japan today. 


This is a conquered people. 
These once were the super-race 
of the Orient. They had set out 
to rule Asia and the world. Led by 
their fanatical war lords, their 
victorious armies overran the 
Philippines, Malaya, the Dutcn 
East Indies, landed on the main- 
land of China, swept to the gates 
of Burma and soon grinned across 
the islands on the doorstep of 
Australia. But all that is now 
over and Japan faces a new day. 
Her armies’ crushed, her navies 
sunken and broken—she is a con- 


quered people. And the conquer- 
ors are the people of the United 
States. 


Japan also faces a new day 
spiritually. The two great religions 
of Japan have been Buddhism and 
Shintoism. Buddhism does not 
satisfy Japan today because it is 
dead. Shintoism is also dead and 
broken.

God, worse than that:of the le- 
prous Naaman before the people 
— because “she that liveth in 
pleasure is dead while she live 
(I Tim. 5:6), and because “he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 


on him” (John 3:36). 


How sad it is for any man to 
know astronomy and not know 
Jesus, its Bright and Morning 


Star! —to know history and not 


know Jesus who is crowned by the 
centuries with the glory of all 
history—to know Botany and not 
know Jesus, the Rose of Sharon 
and the Lily of the Valley whose 
fragrance has perfumed the stif- 
ling atmosphere of continents — 
to have knowledge of many things 
and have no knowledge of Jesus 


who “of God is made unto us wis- 


dom and redemption’ (I Cor. 1:30)! 
How tragic it is for people to be 
great musicians and know not 
Jesus whose name is. ceaseless 
music at the throne of God and 
whose name sounds down the cor- 
ridors of the centuries like the 
music of all choirs, visible and in- 
visible, poured forth in one an- 
them. How woefully sad it is to 
know tthe ages of rocks and know 
not and have not refuge in Him 
who is the Rock of Ages for sinners 
cleft! How sad for men and wo- 
men to have their names written 
on scrolls of fame and not writ- 


ten in the Lamb’s Book of Life! 


How tragic it is in time and eterni- 
ty for folks to utilize chemicals 
that cleanse and have not the 
cleansing from all unrighteousness 
that comes from the blood drawn 
From Immanuel’s veins. How sad 
for any man to know law and not 
know Christ who is “the end of 
the law for righteousness to every- 
one that believeth’ (Roman 10: 
4). How awful for a man to be a 
judge and hear the pleas of others 
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and have no ears for God who 
commandeth all men to repent. 
How sad for Naaman that he 


»|was a leper — with the certitude 


that from the skin the dread di- 
sease, making in the body of a man 
discolored swellings and abnormal 
decay, would slowly eat its way 
through the tissues to the bones 
and joints, and even to the mar- 
row, rotting the whole body piece- 
meal. And this meant Naaman 
would have to give up his place 
as right-hand man of the king, 
leave the wife of his bosom, the 
children of his loins and love, his 
home, his all, and dwell in awful 
lonely isolation, crying out “un- 
clean” to all who came nigh. 

And leprosy is a type of sin. 
Sin is a deadly leprosy which has 
involved our whole race in one 
common ruin. Leprosy, God's 
language by which he describes sin 
as it appears in his sight, is the 
most loathsome, polluting, de- 
faming, unclean thing in the uni- 
verse. Leprosy, an anaesthetic 
malady at first, is constitutional. 
So sin, undermining the constitu- 
tional. order of man’s nature, re- 
versing the harmony of his power, 
dismantling him of his nobility, 
threw man, woefully deranged, 
miserable, erratic, lost, in intermin- 
able leagues of night. 

Sin, violation of God’s law, re- 
bellion against God’s — authority, 
reached its climax in world cor- 
ruption, and caused the flood of 
Noah’s day, and the destruction of 
Sodom and Gomorrah. 

Sin, though it looks like a cloud 
no larger than a man’s hand, holds 
hurricane in its grasp. 

Sin, though it promises happi- 
ness, gives testimony that Hell, 
with all its power to damn, can 
not add one thing to the foul and 
deadly thing sin is. From dying 
Abel to Calvary’s brow, sin has 
but one objective — death. 

But Naaman was cured of his 
festering and putrid leprosy — 
and saved from a leper’s death. We 
shall show you how he was cured 

— and, in doing so, try to point 
you to the Lamb of God slain—to 
the Christ about whom it is writ- 
ten 

“Christ died for our SINS”—I 
Cor. 15:3 

“Christ died for the UNGODLY” 
—Romans 5:6 

“Christ died for US”—Romans 
5:8 

“Christ died for ALL, that they 


which live should not henceforth 
live unto themselves, but- unto 
him who died for them, and rose 
again”—II Cor, 5:15.

I — Admitted He Was a Leper 


He did not say he had a tooth- 
ache — and needed a dentist to 
extract the tooth. He did not say 
he had a headache and needed 
some sort of relief. He did not 
say he had indigestion or dyspep- 
sia, and he would be on a diet 
until the King’s next banquet. He 
did not say he had rheumatism 
or an attack of whooping cough. 
He did not say he had a tempera- 
ture and all he needed was an ice 
pack. No! He admitted that he 
had the leprosy — the insidious 
disease that ruins and rots and 
ravishes the body, making decom- 
position a cruel certitude. Naa- 
man admitted he was a leper. Mrs. 
Naaman admitted he was a leper. 
Naaman’s children admitted he 
was a leper. So did his neighbors, 
his soldiers, his friends, his King 
— everybody. 

What means that to you? You 
must admit that you are a sinner, 
lost and doomed and damned, 
without Christ as, your personal 
Saviour by faith. Like Pharaoh, 
you must say, “I have sinned.” 
Like Achan, like David, like Baa- 
lam, like Micah, like Judas who 
betrayed Jesus for thirty pieces 
of silver, you must say, “I have 
sinn 

You, as I, as all others, can say: 


“My sins laid open to the rod 
The back which from the law 
was free, 
And the eternal Son of God 
Received the stripes once due 
to me. 


“By me the sponge of vinegar and 
gall 
Was placed wpon .His tongue, 
And when derision mocked His 
call, 
I stood the mocking crowd 
among.” 


You must not be like the Phari- 
see who “stood and prayed thus 
with himself;” saying: “God, I 
thank thee that I am not as other 
men are, extortioners, unjust, 
adulterers, or even as this publi- 
can. I fast twice a week, I give 
tithes of all I posses’ (Luke 18: 
11). But you must be as the publi- 
can who, “standing afar off, would 
not lift up so much as his eyes to 
heaven but smote upon his breast, 
saying, God be merciful to me a 
sinner’ (Luke 18:13). And of the 
publican, Jesus said: “I tell you, 
this man went down to his house 
justified rather than the other’ 
(Luke 18:14). 

But whether you penitently ad- 
mit that you are a sinner and that 
sin has struck its roots deep into 
the center of your soul, has gen- 
erated therein a worm which shall 
not by man’s power die, has kindled 
a fire which shall not by man’s 
power be quenched, God has ad- 
mitted that you are a sinner. “For

It is our hope that this beach- 
head will be widened into a full- 
scale offensive by the reinforce- 
ments of new missionaries to this 
land in ever increasing numbers. 

The Orient today is_ boiling, 
seething with tremendous life. The 
war rocked it from its age-old 
contemplation and slumber, and 
the yellow hordes of the East are 
stirring. A hundred forces are at 
work beneath the surface. They 
can be felt on every hand. But 
we feel also the eagerness. The 
hunger, the willingness to listen 
to the spiritual message of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. The Orient 
swarms with masses of people 
and as we have moved into these 
masses with the Bread of Life 
in our hands, they eagerly reach 
for the message of the Book. No 
one ever turns down the printed 
page of the Scriptures. In one 


¢Auge mass meeting at- Shibuyu 


Station in Tokyo, not only was 
every portion of Scripture taken 
but to our amazement, when we 
offered copies of the Gospel of 
John in English we were literally 
mobbed and crushed against the 
sides of our sound truck by the 
eager, thirsty crowds grasping 
for the Word of God. 

In one week’s meetings here in 
Tokyo we were able to reach 
more than 15,000 people in meet- 
ings, with thousands of decisions 
for Christ in these meetings. The 
marvel of it all is that all of 
these meetings were held in un- 
heated cold, damp auditoriums. 
All heating units and pipes were 
removed during the war to pro- 
vide scrap iron, and of course 
have not been replaced. These 
meetings never terminate under 
two hours, and most of them are 
from three to four hours in length. 


The people not only sit patiently 
and interestedly through these 
long meetings, but hundreds of 
them stand also. 

A pitifully small force of mis- 
sionaries is holding the thin line 
for God here in Japan. The lang- 
uage barrier is great and difficult, 
and must be mastered if they are 
to be reached. When Japan enter- 
ed Manchuria in 1931, many 
American Christians ceased to give 
and to pray for Japanese missions. 
And now nineteen years later, with 
a devastating war between, a 
whole generation has arisen which 
has never even heard the name of 
Jesus. This great army of youth 
must be reached for Christ Now! 

We stood one day before the 
alter of one of Japan’s greatest 
Shinto shrines and watched a 
handful of worshippers bow be- 
fore the altar and clap their hands 
in prayer. Most noteworthy was 
the fact that they were all old 
people! The young people of Japan 
are turning away from Shinto-— 
but to whom shall they turn? 
Can they say with Peter of old, 
‘Lord, to whom shall we go? Thou 
hast the words of eternal life!’ 
But how shall they even say that 
unless they have those words? 
We are here in the land of Japan 
with that Word to give the people. 
Will you back us up with your 
prayers and gifts? 

It is winter now in Japan. Soon 
the spring will come and snowy 
Fujiyama will be framed with 
cherry blossoms. Will the winter 
of Japan’s spiritual night blossom 
in the spring of God’s new day 
of redemption? 

As our plane flew out of the 
Arctic night we crossed the main- 
land of the northern Island of

must deal with sin — in severe 
and unrelenting judgment. 

I note, too, that Naaman

There was concern in Naaman’s 
household and the king’s house- 
hold. There was concern in the 
army barracks and on the street 
and country roads. There was con- 
cern everywhere in tthe land by 
everybody. 

We need that concern about the 
welfare of souls that they had 
about Naaman’s physical welfare. 

Frederick E. Taylor says: “It 
seems to me we have lost a word 
out of our Christian vocabulary — 
CONCERN.” And I say that lost 
word is a greater loss to our 
churches than the lost chord to 
any musical realm — than any 
lost battalion in any military en- 
deavour. 

Unconcern is so unlike. Jesus. 
Jesus was concemed about rich 
folks who had no concern for folks 
like Lazarus. Jesus was concern- 
ed about the young man who pre- 
ferred riches to the high and holy 
possibilities of the Christian life. 
Jesus was concerned about religi- 
ous people who preferred the 
fringes of spiritual matters to the 
heart — the shallows to the deeps. 

Kipling, in The Convert, tells 
us of Lispeth, a native Indian 
girl. She was bitterly disappointed

“For God so loved the world 
that He gave . .” “God commend- 
eth His love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us” (Rom. 5:8). “In this 
was manifested the love of God 
toward us, because that God sent 
his only begotten Son into the 
world, that we might live through 
him.

When 
the Jews fell under the judges, His 
‘Jove did not cease. hen His 
prophets were stoned and killed, 
His love remained. When His only 
begotten Son was delivered to be 
crucified and was spit upon and 
scourged and illtreated by a cruel 
mob, His love still abounded. When 
men and women today neglect 
and reject this greatest of all 
gifts, God’s arms of love are still 
outstretched toward all. 


World and Whosoever 


‘For God so loved the world .. . 
that whosoever .. .” Christ died 
for the world. The Samaritans 
said to the woman, “Now we be- 
lieve, not because of thy saying; 
for we have heard him ourselves, 
and know that this is indeed the 
Christ, the Saviour of the world” 
(Jn. 4:42). Disciples are to “Go.. 
into all the world, and preach the 
Gospel to every creature” (Mk. 16: 
15). The angel said to the shep- 
herds, “Behold, I bring you good 
tidings of great joy, which shall 
be to all people” (Lk.

5:1, “We 
have access by faith into this 
grace”’—-Rom 5:2, “We have also 
a more sure Word of prophecy” 
—II Pet 1:19, “We have fellow- 
ship one with another’—I Jn. 
1:7, “We have an Advocate with 
the Father’—I Jn. 2:1. 

Such blessings should cause us 
to thank God, and take courage.

The Dangers of Petting

[Fourth Radio Message in the Series on the Home] 


The matter of courtship is more or less 4 thrill. All the 
world loves a lover. Every husband looks back on the time 
when he first met the one he now loves so well, and he thinks 
about the first time he told her or the first ‘time he asked 
her if she would love him and would be his wife. Or he thinks 


about the first snapshots and 


the first dates and how little 


by little their hearts were welded together. 


Courtship is sweet and blessed 
when it is blessed of God, and 
when God is in it. And, accord- 
ing to Hebrews 13:4, ‘Marriage 
honourable in all, and the bed 
undefiled: but whoremongers and 
adulterers God will judge.” 

The Lord Jesus spoke in Matthew 
0:27, 28, “We have heard that it 
was said by them of old time, 
Thou shalt not commit adultery: 
But I say unto you, That whoso- 
ever looketh on a woman to lust 
after ‘her hath committed adultery 
with her already in his heart.” 
The Saviour says that it is a ter- 
rible thing, a terrible sin, to com- 
mit adultery, to be unfaithful to 
marriage vows, or to be given 
over to lewdness and fornication. 
But Jesus says that a man may 
commit such a sin in his heart, 
that a Woman may commit such a 
sin in her heart, and that a man, 
if he even looks on a woman to 
lust after her hath committed 
adultery with her in his heart. 

How terrible this sin that is 
committed sometimes in the heart 
of men who outwardly are moral, 
outwardly are clean, but in their 
heart they commit this terrible 
sin, a sin that God compares with 
murder, a sin that God required 
the death penalty for in the Old 
Testament! God: says that many

a man or woman commits this 
sin by lust in the heart. 


Now, how different is the holy 
kind of love that leads to marriage 
and this unholy lusting and desir- 
ing that leads one to commit 
sin in the heart. The natural de- 
sires of sex in themselves are 
not wrong. It is not wrong for 
a man to hunger, to be hungry in 
his body for food; but to plan 
to take what does not belong 
to him would be a sin. If I 
should plan to steal food, that 
would be wrong. So the man who 
would take what doesn’t belong 
to him, would take that to which 
he has no right, would take that 
which is forbidden—that man has 
committed the terrible sin already 
in his heart. 

Now what does that have to 
do with courtship and marriage? 
Well, marriage is such a holy and 
wonderful thing that if they ex- 
pect the best blessing of God 
people must come to it with clean 
hands and clean hearts. What a 
sad preparation for marriage, 
what a poor, tainted, dirty way of 
preparing for marriage is this that 
young people have who neck and 
pet and stir. passions and arouse 
evil desires and think more of 
body than of the soul. I am saying 
that petting and necking or fond- 
ling and stirring of sex ‘passion 
by young people promiscuously is 
a terrible sin, and how often it 
is a blight and ruin. 
~* The Bible has much to -say 
about caresses. For example, 
five times in the New Testament 
the Scripture teaches, “Greet... 
one another with an holy kiss,” or, 
“Greet...one another with a kiss 
of charity,” that is, of brotherly 
love. It was customary in Bible 
times and is now customary in 
some countries, the Latin coun- 
tries, for men to greet each other 
affectionately with a kiss on the 
cheek. I suppose that Christian 
men did that in Bible times, and 
Christian women greeted each 
other so. Caresses are not wrong. 
Many times in the Bible we are 
told of caresses. The Song of 
Solomon, which is a very sweet 
and intimate picture of married 
life, tells of the caresses and de- 
votion of a bride and groom. That 
is not wrong. The Bible tells us 
how Jacob, when he ran away 
from home and when he met 
Rachel, kissed this cousin of his 
the first time he saw her and 
lifted his voice and wept because 
he was a lonely boy away from 
home. The Bible is not against 
caresses under proper safeguard. 
People ought to be affectionate 
and kind one to another. People 
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ought to love their families. But 
for young people to set out to 
stir sex passion and enjoy the 
privileges of marriage when they 
are not married, that itself is a 
sin. 

There are several dangers. In the 
first place, young people who put 
their arms around each other, 
fondle each other, kiss one another 
will not have a chance to know 
whether or not they truly love 
one another. How can one know 
whether he loves another when 
his mind is all obscured by the 
flames of passion and by unholy 
desires? If you think that is love, 
you are mistaken. The movies have 
led us wrong on this matter. Sex 
passion is not necessarily love. 
What a man feels toward a harlot 
is not love. That which is stirred 
up by promiscuous necking and 
petting and kissing and fondling 
and hugging and embracing, isn’t 
love. How can anybody really tell 
whether he loves another unless 
he has time to consider real 
character and principles? Any 
young couple who can’t enjoy one 
another, can’t enjoy a date, can’t 
enjoy company when they sit a- 
part and talk one to the other 
without touching the other, is 
not in love. 

If you don’t enjoy each the 
other’s presence, if you don’t have 
mutual interests and things you 
can enjoy talking about or enjoy 
reading together or praying to- 
gether or talking about the Bible 
or God or business or education 
or dreams and plans, then you 
are not in love if all you have 
is sex attraction. Sex attraction 
itself is the poorest possible basis 
for a happy home and marriage. 

So many people are misled who 
think they are in love when all 
they have done is to arouse their 
passions and desires. Such desire 
of itself and alone and separate 
from proper love and sanctified 
marriage is wrong to encourage; 
it is wrong to inflame it, is 
wrong to stimulate it, and it will 
lead to something that is a very 
poor substitute for love. 

In the second place, it often 
leads to shameful sin. In Phila- 
delphia a young man said to me, 
“I want you to tell me what to 
do.”” Then he told me a sad story. 
He loved a beautiful girl. They 
were both, he said Christians, 
though not well established, per- 
haps not well-developed Christ- 
ians; but they said they loved one 
another, and they followed the 
crowd and fondled and petted each 
other. So they were led into the 
scarlet sin. Then he said, “You 
know, I didn’t want to see her 
any more. I was so disgusted and 
she had such a revulsion of feeling. 
So we haven’t even seen each other 
since we had the date set for our 
marriage. We don’t want each 
other now.” Isn’t it a sad thing 
for true love to be tainted and 
embittered and to die because 
of the petting and necking that 
often goes on? One suffers the 
curse of the terrible sin itself and 
then the ruin of the prospects of 
home. 

Oh, young people, put love and 
courtship and marriage on a holy 
plane like Christians ought to do. 
You are not a barnyard animal. 
You are made in the image of God. 
Your body, if you are a Christian, 
is the temple of the Spirit of God 
who dwells in you. And I am go- 
ing to ask you, in Jesus’ name, 
to study this matter and pray 
about it. 

Listen, girl; why don’t you save 
yourself for the man you are to 
marry? When I have asked many 
a boy, when I have asked great 
groups of college students all over 
America about these matters, first 
they hooted—jeS® young men did. 
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But I said, “Come on, be honest; 
tell me, what kind of a girl do 
you want to marry? One whom 
every man has fondled one who 
has had her passions aroused by 
every Tom, Dick and Harry who 
has wanted to dance with her or 
neck with her?” And men have 
told me, without ever an exception, 
that they wanted to marry some 
girl who was clean and a virgin 
in her mind as well as in her body, 
and pure and holy and modest. 
They wanted to marry a girl who 
could still blush. They wanted to 
marry a girl who was still a 
virgin and sweet and pure. Thank 
God, there are such girls! Every 
man ought to save himself for 
such a girl, and every girl ought 
to save herself for such a man. 
Do not ruin your prospects for 
happiness and bring the curse of 
God because of lewdness and 
looseness in this matter. 


Remember the text with which 
we started. Jesus said in Matthew 
5: 27, 28, “Ye have heard that 
it was said by them of old, time, 
Thou shalt not commit adultery: 
But I say unto you, That who- 
soever looketh on a woman to 
lust after her hath committed 
adultery with her already in his 
heart.” Let us have love then, 
without lust. Let us have love 
without having it dominated by 
the fleshly. The bodily desires of 


sex are not wrong, but to unduly — 


stimulate them and depend on 
them and leave out the holier mat- 
ters of character and love and 
devotion and holy vows is wrong. 
Perversion of sex is wrong.

in love. The chaplain’s wife, who 
should have comforted her, was 
cold and unsympathetic. Lispeth 
turned her back on Christianity, 
saying — with a heavy heart: 


“To my own gods I go. 

It may be they shall give me 
greater ease, 

Than your cold Christ and tangled 
trinities.” 


Would that we had the concern 
that Professor Tholuck had, Pro- 
fessor Tholuck, the great theo- 
logical teacher, that successful ene- 
my of German rationalism, in the 
midst of all his teaching, his work 
as an exegate, his book writing 
and publishing, while walking 
rapidly to the position of a world- 
wide reputation, gave four hours a 
day, we are told, to talking to stu- 
dents about their salvation — and 
when he was but a few years in 
his office as teacher, he was able 
to say that he knew where there 
were more than one _ thousand 
young men whom he had led to the 
Lord. Truly we may believe that 
he said, as reputed: “I have but 
one passion and that is CHRIST.” 

Would that we had the concern 
a Cambridge graduate had. Robert 
Arthington, of Leeds, a Cambridge 
graduate, lived in a single room, 
cooking his own meals; and he 
gave to foreign missions five 
hundred pounds on the _ condi- 
tion that it was all to be spent 
on pioneer work within twenty- 
five years. 

A slip of paper was found after 
his death on which he had writ- 
ten these words: “Gladly would 
I make the floor my bed, a box my 
chair, and another box my table 
rather than that men should per- 
ish for want of the knowledge of 
Christ.” 

Too much are we guilty under 
the indictment Jesus. brought 
against the people of his day: 
‘Whereunto then shall I liken the 
men of this generation? and to 
what are they like? They are like 
unto children sitting in the mar- 
ketplace, and calling one to anoth- 
er, and saying, We have piped unto 
you, and ye have not danced; we 
have mourned to you, and ye have 
not wept” (Luke 7:31, 32). 

But the third thing we notice 
here Naaman’s 


Ot — Acknowledgment of His 
Inability To Cure Himself 

With the burden of his disease 
upon him, his mind, amid the pur- 
suits of the day, is thoughtful. But 
his thoughts can bring him no 
solution. Amid the shades of night, 
his eyes are wakeful. He sighs! 
He groans! He knows not what to 
do. He knows not where nor to 
whom to turn. Nor could the wife 
of his bosom tell him. Nor could 
the-physicians of the land tell him 
All suggestions were exhausted 
specifics — as “an idiots’s tale 
full of sound and fury,” revealing 
no place where a cure could be 
found. But the record says: 


“And the Syrians had gone out 
by companies and had brought 
away captive out of the land of 
Israel a little maid; and she wait- 
ed on Naaman’s wife. And she said 
unto her mistress, Would God my 
Lord were with the prophet that is 
in Samaria! For he would recover 
him of his leprosy” (II Kings 5:2, 
3). 


Like Joseph in Egypt, like Dan- 
iel in Babylon, this captive little 
maid was the instrument of mak- 
ing God known among the heath- 
en. 


Thus a cure for the curse was 
pointed out, but the cure for the 
curse was not born of his own 
ability. 

If it had taken intellect to think 
out a cure, Naaman had that — 
but. leprosy could not be driven 
from the body by thoughts of the 
mind. If it had taken authority to 
bring about a cure, Naaman had 
that — because armies bowed to 
his will; but leprosy in his blood 
departed not at a command. 

If it had taken culture to as- 
sure a cure, he had that — be- 
cause he moved in circles of cul- 
tural advantage; but leprosy gives 
no heed to culture. 
If it had taken character to 
make certain a cure, Naaman had 


by all;, but leprosy disregards 
character as worms the welfare of | 


an apple. 

If it had taken money to buy a 
cure, Naaman had plenty of that; 
but money can not bribe or buy 
leprosy to give up its piecemeal 
destruction of the body. 

So while Naaman soberly ac- 
knowledged that he could not cure 
himself, ‘fone went in, and told 
his lord, saying, Thus, and thus 
said the maid that is of the land of 
Israel. And the king of Syria said, 
Go 'to, go, and I will send a letter 
unto the king of Israel” (II Kings 
5:4; 5.) 

For you, the sinner, it means 
you must admit that you can- 
not save yourself. Could your 
tears forever flow, could your 
zeal no languor know, all for sin 
can not atone, Christ must save 
and Christ alone. 

No works of righteousness 
Which you have done will save you 
— “For by grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God: 
not of works, lest any man should 
boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). 

Not by chavacter are you saved 
— because he who claims salva- 
tion by character makes a coun- 
terfeit out of character by passing 
it for more than it is worth. 

Not by observance of any cere- 
mony — because-he who expects 
salvation by any ceremony seeks 
water at a broken cistern where no 
water is. 

Not by your personal goodness 
can you secure salvation — be- 
cause in God’s sight your best con- 
duct cannot merit salvation. 

Not by the inconsistencies of 

others can you come out of your 
bondage, sorrow, and night into 
Christ’s freedom, gladness, and 
light. 
Only by faith in Christ who is 
your earliest, latest, and only re- 
fuge — who is the only one who 
can quell your remorse, end your 
bankruptcy, blot out the accusing 
and incriminating record, and be 
to you in life like the spring sun 
putting the fogs of winter to 
shame . 


But if you cannot save yourself, 
will you continue to be lost? Will 
you refuse the medicine that cures 
your disease? Will you scorn the 
refuge provided? Will you scoff 
at the diagnosis and the certain 
prescription of the Great Physi- 
cian? God forbid that you should 
be so foolish! 

We note now Naaman’s 


IV — Repentance 
Naaman made ready to go from 
Damascus, the capital of Syria, 
called “the Eye of the East,” to 
Samaria, the capital of ithe king- 
dom of Israel — about one hun- 
dred and twenty miles distant. 


“And he departed, and took with 
him ten talents of silver, and six 
thousand pieces of gold, and ten 
changes of raiment. And he 
brought the letter to the king of 
Israel, saying, Now when this 
letter is come unto thee, behold, 
I have therewith sent Naaman my 
servant to thee, that thou mayest 
recover him of his leprosy” (II 
Kings 5:5, 6). 


Naaman “‘took with him’’ the let- 
ter from the King of Syria to the 
King of Israel. Naaman put value 
on that letter. I do not think he 
was a Baptist. Had he been like 
many today, he would have said 
that he did not know how long 
he would be in the land of Israel. 

Naaman “took with him’ ten 
talents of silver, nearly twenty 
thousand dollars. To come before 
the king of Israel without a gift 
when & favor was to be asked would 
have been inexcusable rudeness. 
Naaman “took with him” six 
thousand pieces of gold, about fifty 
thousand dollars. About seventy 
— dollars in all did Naaman 

He also “took with him” “ten 
changes ~ of raiment” — costly 
robes suitable for festive occasions. 
This very large present was quite 
in keeping with Naaman’s posi- 
tion, and was-not:too great for 


deliverance from a malady which 
would be certainly, even if slow- 
ly, fatal. Yes, Naaman was on a 
long trip ready to give a great 
amount to be physically cured. So 


the object in view, namely: his| sp 
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disease be willing to go half way 
around the world and pay much 
money ‘to be cured of physical ail- 
ment, but many are not willing to 
stand up or walk a yard or pay a 
dime to be saved from their sins. 
What fools some mortals be! 
Now the record says 


“And it came to pass, when the 
king of Israel had read the letter, 
that he rent his clothes, and said, 
Am I God, to kill and to make 
alive, that this man doth send un- 
to me to recover a man of his 
leprosy? Wherefore consider, I 
pray you, and see how he seeketh 
@ quarrel against me. And it was 
so, when Elisha the man of God 
had heard that the king of Israel 
had rent his clothes, that he sent 
to the king saying, Wherefore hast 
thou rent thy clothes? let him 
come now to me, and he. shall 
know that there is a prophet in 
in Israel” (II Kings 5:7, 8). 


So many seek salvation in 
the wrong place. Some who seek 
salvation go to the king instead 
of to the prophet—and are disap- 
pointed. Some seek salvation from 
their sins in good deeds, acts of 
kindness, or honesty, or abstinence 
from outrageous conduct. But. they 
cannot there find sbcebaraes and 
a new heart. 


“What can wash away my stain? 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus; 
What can make me whole again? 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus.” 


But we read again: 

“So Naaman came with his 
horses and with his chariot and 
stood at the door of the house of 
Elisha. And Elisha sent a mes- 
senger unto him, saying, Go and 
wash in Jordan seven times, .and 
thy flesh shall come again to thee, 
and thou shalt be clean, But Naa- 
man was wroth, and went away, 
and said, Behold, I thought, He 
will surely come out to me, and 
stand, and call on the name of the 
Lord his God, and strike his hand 
over the place, and recover the 
leper. Are not Abana and Pharpar, 
rivers of Damascus, better than 
all the waters of Israel? May I 
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not wash in them, and be clean? 
So he turned and went away in 
rage. And his servants came near, 
and spake unto him, and said, My 
father, if the prophet had bid 
thee do some great thing, would- 
est thou not have done it? how 
much rather then, when he saith 
to thee, Wash, and be clean?” 


(II Kings 5:9-18). \ 


But Naaman repented — and 
went. He had to do what God 
said. What does that mean for 
you? It means for you to repent. 


“Bacept ye repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish” (Luke 13:3). 

“IT am come to call sinners to 
repentance” (Matt. 9:13). 

“I. say unto you, that likewise 
joy shall be in heaven over one 
sinner that repenteth, more than 
over ninety and nine just persons, 
which need no repentance” (Luke 
15:7). 

“And that repentance and re- 
mission of sins should be preached 
in his name among all nations, 
beginning at Jerusalem” (Luke 
24 247). 

“The God of our fathers raised 
up Jesus, whom ye slew and hang- 
ed on a tree. Him hath God ex- 
alted with his right hand to be a 
Saviour, for to give repentance to 
Israel, and forgiveness of sins” 
(Acts 5:30, 31). 


Repentance means a change of 
mind resulting in a change of con- 
duct. The Greek word “straphate”’ 
means to turn around at once and 
take the opposite direction. It 
means if you have been going the 
direction and traveling the direc- 
tion Satan points, that you will 
turn around and go the direction 
Jesus points and travel the road 
Jesus asks. If you have been say- 
ing no to Jesus, you will acknow- 
ledge the folly of such and say 
yes. If you are in darkness, you 
will go to the Light of the world 
for light. , 

We note now Naaman’s - 


V — Belief In The Promise of 
The Prophet 


“And Elisha sent a messenger 
unto him, saying, Go and wash in 
Jordan seven times, and thy flesh 
shall come again to thee, and thou 
shalt be clean” (II Kings 5:10). 


Elisha gave this direction while 
Naaman was waiting in his chariot 
at the door for the prophet to 
come forth and humbly ask the 
great man what he desired —

and rank, feeling that he was hon- | 
oring Elisha by coming to his i 
humble home. | ( 
Naaman had no coercion or arg- 
ument from Elisha. | 
By human force, he could not 
overcome Naaman’s will. 

By human force, you cannot ‘ 
make men believe. \ 
By human force, you cannot ; 
force the harness on anybody and 
compel them to work. 

By human force, you cannot 
make a man repent. 

But you can tell people how 
they can be saved — cured of sin 
and receive salvation. 

This Elisha did- 

And I believe Naaman believed 
he would be cured if he did what 
Elisha said. Though he had been 
shocked, expecting a demonstra- 
tion, expecting the prophet to 
come out with much pomp and 
ceremony and pronounce a cure, | ’ 
he believed now that he would be 
cured. Though he was humiliated 
by being treated as a leper who 4 
happened 'to be a great man when : 
he expected to be treated as a : 
great man who happened ito be a 
leper, still now he believed the 
prophet. His stormy passion was . 
calmed, reason assured him. 

What does that mean for you? 

It means that you must believe 
the Word of God. 

“The wicked shall be turned 
into hell.” 

Believe that! 

“He that believeth on him is 
not condemned: but he that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already, 
because he hath not believed in 
the name of the only begotten 
Son of God” (John 3:18).

VI — Dipping Under The Water 


“Then went he down, and dip- 
ped himself seven times in Jordan, 
according to the saying of the 
man Of God: and his flesh came 
again like unto the flesh of a 
little child, and he was clean” (II 
Kings 5:14). 

The cavalcade which, after tra- 
veling over one hundred miles 
from Syria to Samaria, stopped at 
Elisha’s house now went the thir- 
ty miles to the river. Though Naa- 
man had been angry at the recep- 
tion he had received at the pro- 
phet’s house and at the simple 
prescription for his disease, he is 
now in the right frame of mind. 
He stood by the rolling Jordan, 
ready to dip beneath its waters. 
Gone now are his preconceptions. 
Not what he thought but what 
God said He would do, believing 
that only the means of God’s ap- 
pointment could succeed. In truth- 
ful response, he was taking God 
at His word, having no objection 
now to the ease and simplicity of 
the requirement. 

God was not asking of him the 
great thing — some deed of prow- 
ess befitting the mighty man of 
valor, some fatiguing journey by 
way of pilgrimage. God said: “Go 
and wash in Jordan seven times.” 

So tthe proud Naaman, the 
haughty conqueror, yields. He got 
down in the river — not ankle 
deep or knee deep or waist deep, 
but completely under. And not just 
One time or four or six but seven 

Not only in the journey to the 
river, but in the repeated dippings 
was. Naaman’s faith put to a test. 


For if we may judge from the fall 
of the walls of Jericho, which 
stood unmoved until the last time 
the Ark of the Covenant was car- 
ried around them, Naaman’s cure 
did not show itself until the whole 
of the ablutions were completed. 
But then “he was clean’ — his 
flesh fresher and fairer than was 
natural in a full-grown man. The 
festering corruption gone! 

When he had dipped the seventh 
time, the leprosy was gone — not 
by the washing of water, but by 
the power of God. A new man he! 
His eyes are bright with light. Joy 
beams in every feature of his 
countenance! Clean he was — fit 
for the embrace of his wife and 
the kisses of his children. 

What does this mean for sinful 
man—sinful you? You must get 
under the blood. What mean I by 
the words “getting under the 
blood?” Look back to the night in 
Egypt when the destroying angel 
passed through the land. The com- 
mand was: “They shall take... 
every man alamb...without blem- 
ish...and...kill it. They shall 
take of the blood, and strike it 
on the two side posts and on the 
upper door post of the houses.” 
“The blood shall be ...a token up- 
on ‘the houses...and when I see 


Because of the blood marks up- 
on the doorposts, the first born 
was sheltered. God said: “When 
I see tthe blood, I will pass over” 
(Exod. 12:13-23). The blood of 
Christ, our Passover sacrificed for 
us, does the same for every sin- 
ner now who takes it home to 
himself in its spiritual reality. It 
both shelters and separates. The 
efficacy of Christ’s blood is be- 
yond all question. “It is the blood 
that maketh an atonement for the 
soul” (Lev. 17:11). The precious 
atonement of Christ forms the 
base of that platform on which a 
just God and a justified sinner 
meet in sweet communion. In that 
atonement I see sin condemned, 
justice satisfied, law magnified, 
sinners saved, and the adversary 
confounded. 


“On Jesus’ cross this record’s

Let sin be judged and sinners 
saved.”

VII — Public Obedience 
As publicly, not in secret, Naa- 
man left Damascus and came 
to Samaria; so publicly, not in 
secret, he went down the public 
highway. As publicly, not in secret, 
he delivered the letters of his king 
to the king of Israel — as public- 
ly, not in secret, he stood at the 
preacher’s house — so publicly he 
showed his submission to Elisha’s 
directions. As on a public high- 
way, he came from Syria’s capital 
to Israel’s capital so along a 
public road he went the thirty 
miles from Elisha’s house to the 
Jordan river. 

Naaman did not say: “Let me 
have a closed carriage so nobody 
will see me.” He did not ° say: 
“Tll wait until the sun is down 
and darkness is upon the earth so 
no human eye can see me.” He 
did not say: “I will wait until the 
excitement dies down and disguise 
myself so nobody will recognize 
me.” Nor did he say that he would 
go unaccompanied. But in bright 
daylight, down a public highway, 
to a public river, he and all his 
company went and publicly, with 
nobody ‘to screen him from public 
gaze, he dipped seven times. Open- 
ly, as a leper, he went to Jordan. 
Openly, before the eyes of all, he 
humbled himself. And not in se- 
crecy, but openly, was he made 
ean. 

What does that mean for the 
sinner? Just what the Bible says: 
“It is a faithful saying .. . if we 
deny him he will also deny us” 
(II Tim. 2:12). “Whosoever there- 
fore shall confess me before men, 
him will:I confess also before my 
Father which is in heaven. But 
whosoever shall deny me before 
men, him will I also deny before 
my Father which is in heaven” 
(Matt.10:32,33). 

Come kneel to him who came 
down from the heights of deity 
to ‘the depths of humanity for you. 

Come in public and accept Him 
who received the wages of sin 
which He did not earn that you 
might receive eternal life which 
you do not deserve. 

Come to Him who was number- 
ed with the transgressors that you 
might be numbered with the re- 
deemed. Come to Him whose blood 
appeases every storm, heals every 
wound, blots out every sin, removes 
every curse, makes a heavy chain 
into a gentle yoke. 

Note, moreover, in all those 
things, Naaman’s

The intro- 
duction to the book of Isaiah has 
the modern, unscholarly, silly 
theory that this prophecy is the 
collection of writings by different 
authors. 

No Christian ought to have in 
his home for use by his family 
a Bible that has the poison mixed 
in with the Word of God.
